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The Haying Sea*on at Hand 


The Windhain Coun^^itviBoardf of Trade has shown 


ihe rig-lil spirit in oflTermgstJo mobilize a body of men lo help 
Hie fanners on Sundays during Hie-haying season. These 
workers \villbe drawn from Ihe ranks of men who have reg- 
ufar work through Ihe week, and who .would be willing lo go 
into the iiayfields on Sundays if-the shortage of haymakers 
should call for such action. The agent,,of the County Farm 
Bureau has expressed his appreciation-of :the action of-the 
Board of Trade, but says (lie labor sitirtrfi'dh is not so serious 
in-that section as it might be and thai most of 4the- farmers 
will not find it necessary lo mork on.Simdays if they can have 
reasonably good weather on oilier days. 


Ail of which reminds us thai the haying season is at hand. 


And how different is the process of harvesting tlie crop .from 
whal il was in the good old days I.Then gangs of brawny men 
.went into tlie meadows early in the morning, with scythes 
which wfire vigorously swung till breakfast- ljnie.:.!: The click 
of the whelsfones as they sharpened their, blades made sweet 
music in the valleys and on the hillsides, and the liquid re- 
freshment which at least some of the mowers drew from the 
"Hltle brown jug" protected from tiie sun's rays by a bunch 
of freshmown grass was such as could not be sold under New 
Hampshire's present law. After breakfast the scylhes came, 
into play again and were swung until well toward noon, boys, 
and girls following behind the mowers and spreading the 
swaths. ' After dinner the hay was raked by hand and drawn 
into Ihe barns chiefly on-ox carts, and when night came every- 
body who hail started in the labors of the clay knew that he 
had Hone a day's work. 


Bui finally (he inventors got busy and Ihe process of har- 


vesting the hay crop was 
revolutionized. 
First came 
Ihe 


mowing machine,—a crude alTuir compared to those of the 
present day; next Ihe revolving rake, a big improvement on 
the old "single header," which a man had to lift to clear of 
its load, and then followed the sulky, sleel-loothed rake, the 
hardest part of whose opera lion is lo 
keep from 
falling 


asleep. 
Hay loaders are used in many large fields and the 
/ "horse fork" for unloading has for years been in almost uni- 
' versaruse where haying is done on any considerable scale. 


Things move fast in the hay-field today, when two men and 
a boy can make more'o'f a showing between 8 in the morning 
and 6 in Ihe aflernoon than cmild'be made.by a dozen of 
the brawniestmen willi IheirMiind lools and ox learns in Ihe 
days when they worked from dawn till dark. 


Maying when the weather is favorable is one of the pleas- 


antcsl kinds.of farm work. There is an aroma lo the new 
mown hay that has few rivals, hay makers are usually in a 
jovial mood'in spile of their labors—for Ihere is labor m the 


• w o r k in spite of all modern facilities—and as meadow after 


meadow is swept clean and Ihe sweet provender .is safely 
stored the"workers have the satisfying consciousness that 
they are "doing their bit" and adding lo the wealth of the 
country in addition to swelling their own bank accounts.

one cent a mile for farm workers. The commercial travelers 
have already asked for reduced rates, and if these requests 
should be granted where^puld-lhe end be? There will be
